pected in the hills- around Namur. 


If the Germans lose, ft may mean ir- 


retrievable disaster and a French in- 
vasion of Germany.-if the Germans 
win—if they succeed in grinding to 
pieces the forces which the allies "have 
thrown across the pathway—It may' 
mean that the scenes of 1S70 will be 
reenncted and that the streets of- Paris 
will once again resound with thetread 
of tho Prussian soldiery. 


The French and Belgians are massed 


somewhere in the vicinity .of Namur 
and the English troops that landed 
a few days ago arc reported rapidly 
drawing near.

Military authorities believe that Ger-

"The withdrawal of the Belgian mo- 


bile defense left open all the spaces 
between the forts, whereupon it became 
easy for the invaders to get into town 
by taking advantage.of the woods and 
hilly ground. 
It is unlikely that any 


considerable portion of the' German 
army has entered the city. 
A few 


hundred men would be sufficient to 
keep the civil population under con- 
trol and it would be an act of .mad- 
ness for thfi German commander to 
pass his entire force into what might 
prove a trap without an exit.

fact that the forts have .not molested 
the invaders may he explained in two 
ways, namely:

"Until well on in the war, there was 


no such thine as drafts on foreign ex- 
change, A merchant ship carried in UK 
own strong box the gold for the husi- 
icss of its voyage, and usually three or

jy a man-of-war. These were the rich 
irizca of the ocean warfare. 


"England being the wealthiest nation 


sven then, financed its long war by 
huge issues of British consols at 6 per 
:pnt. Napoleon began by selling Louis- 
iana to the United States for $16,000,- 
)00; he persuaded Portugal to pay him 
16,000 francs per annum on condition of 
keeping her out of the area of warfare, 
and he assessed Spain, Italy and Hol- 
land heavily. As other European na- 
tions joined In the fight against France. 
England began to provide tho money 
for the poorer European states to arm. 


"It made these remittances to the 


continent in a curious way. By 1805, 
nearly one-third of England's trade 
was with the neutral- United 
States. 


American merchants bought more than 
they sold in England, and sold more 
than they bought on the 
continent. 


They arranged with London to meat 
their English debit balances by turning 
over to English agents on the continent 
their credit balances 
at 
.continental 


markets, and with these Great Britain 
paid its subsidies. 


"When this was stopped, first by Nii- 


poleon's decree of 1806, declaring all 
commercial intercourse with the Brit- 
ish islands contraband of-war, then by 
England's retort in kind, and then by 
aur own non-Intercourse act, the trade 
situation became deplorable. 
Bui the 


continent steadily insisttd on getting 
British goods. When Napoleon himself 
entered Russia in 1812, his army was 
largely fitted out with shirts and shoos 
from England. One enterprising mer-

BOSTON, Aug. 11.—At a 
conforenco 


with the trustees of the insane 
hos- 


pitals o f - t h f t state held in tho execu- 
tive office yesterday, Governor Walsh, 
said that ho would ask the members 
of nil hoards who were not In sym- 
pathy with the new laws governing 
tho regulation of the insane institu- 
tions to resign. 


U was mado quite apparent at tho 


conference that many of the . trustees 
were not pleased with the. reorganiza- 
tion effected by the legislature 
In 


fact a most sweeping criticism 'of tho 
new law was made by Edmund A. Whit- 
man of thu Gardner 
institution. 
Ho 


said that the new law was so indefi- 
nite thnt no one knew what It meant 
and that the additional burdens placed 
on the trustees forcing them to inves- 
tigate all complaints would make 
It 


impossible for busy men to nerve. 


11^ objected to the provisions calling 


for inspection every two weeks. 


The governor was exasperated by tho 


criticisms and he plainly served 'notice- 
on Mr. Whitman that If be did not euro 
to abide by the new law his resigna- 
tion would be accepted. 


After listening to Mr. Whitman, tha 


governor said: 


"I Interpret your attitude ns trying1 


to plnce obstructions in tho 
wny of 


tho working of this new law. You are 
attacking the letter and not the spirit. 


"Any 
trustee who Is not willing to 


wait until the new board has a chanca 
to study this law 
and 
interpret 
it, 


should relieve himself of the responsi- 
bility of trustee." ' 
The governor told of the number of 


complaints that had been received ofi 
111 treatment in the Institutions. 


There, were a number of .criticisms 


of various kinds made,

many of the trustees were skeptical 
of the working of the new law, which

Yesterday tho big South Boston am- 


ateur -longdistance swimmer 
applied 


for liis passports through Congressman 
James A. Gallivan, and just as .quickly 
as. the L,-strcct Swimmers' club cham- 
pion receives tho 
necessary 
papers 


from tho secretary of state, he will 
book passage on the first steamer sail- 
Ing for England. 


With Richards wftl go William R. 


Kessenor, xalso of the L-street Swim- 
mers' club, who will act as trainer 
and adviser of Richards. 


Richards ana Kessener expect to get 


their passports In timo to sail 
from 


Boston the latter part of the week. 
Probably Saturday,—Arriving-. at.Dover, 
Eng., probably the last week of Au- 
Kust, Richards will bo met by W. ("Jol- 
v /rumbo") Ecclcstone, a famous Eng- 
ysh. sporting man and tho biggest 
swimmer in 
tho 
world. 
Ecclestono 


weighs about 475 pounds and has been 
Identified with channel swimming for 
more than 25 years. 
. 


Despite'the 
unsettled 
conditions 


abroad, neither Richards nor Kessener 
anticipate any serious trouble. 


"It doesn't seem as if tlio European 


war 
will interfere 
to any 
material 


extent with channel swimming," 'said 
Richards last night. 
"I don't think 


that in the next month conditions will 
change much, and oven if they do. Kes- 
sener and myself will buy a rowboat, 
fly an American flag and begin the 
swim. 
But seriously, wo ought not 


to have much trouble. 


The plan Is to spend 10 days or a 


couple of weeks around Dover in or- 
der to get familiar with the waters. 
Richards expects to make the attempt 
ibout the first week in September. 


' I want to thank -those who have 


so generously contributed to the fund 
to help'defray my expenses," he said. 
About J400 has been pledged. 


Kossener, born In Holland, has taken 


out his first naturalization papers. He 
is a long-distance swimmer of note 
and will defray his own expenses.

too. 
There will be a tremendous de- 


mand for American shoes from foreign 
countries, as soon 
as' we can 
ship 


After criticising the United States 
fo_- 


its failure to maintain mercantile ma- 
rine, he says: 


"The cutting off 
of. shipments of 


American leather 
abroad 
will 
mean 


that the leather will be unloaded on 
American markets. 
This 
will 
give 


American 
shoe 
manufacturers 
low 


priced leather. 
They have first class 


factories aid plenty of skilled help, and 
they can made up quantities of shoes 
for the European nations whose shoe- 
makers have gone to war. 
They cun 


make sjioes for the armies of the Eu- 
ropean nations, and for the women and 
children of European nations who will 
not go to war. 
They also can mako 


shoes for those nations who formerly 
got their shoes from European 
firms. 


Lynn should especially profit, because 
the shoes for 
women 
and 
children, 


which it makes, are not contraband of 
war. 


"The cancelling of large orders from 


European customers should not dis- 
tress American manufacturers. 
We 


have just refused an order 
for 
.4000 


pairs of shoes from Vienna, and are 
holding up our European shipments 
We have not suffered losses in foreign 
trade, as has been reported, hut have 
profited. 


"Shipments of dimes and other mer- 


chandise to foreign countries will not 
be interrupted for long. The war may 
be short. 
Anyway, one of the nations 


will soon pain control of the seas-. .Then 
shipping to Europe will 
be 
resumed 
with safety," 


Mr. Little is by no means alarmed by 


fears of a failure of the leather supply. 
He says that the United States has al- 
ways shipped much leather to Europe, 
and this leather will 
be 
sold in tho 


homo markets until it J K safe to sn|p R 
abroad. 
Tho United States Is no* de- 


pendent upon EiiropR for its leather. 
Jt hns tremendous resources of its' own, 
greater than the world dreams, and it 
is indepedcnt of all forclpn nations for 
its progress and prosperity 
He de- 


clares, however, th.it the United States 
should hasten to establish a merchants 
marine, and to. win hnr.lt the commerce 
that R lost years acn. n(. recommends 
that congress admit foreign ships to 
American registry, and 
he 
suggests 


that,the army transports might be tem- 
porarily turned into mei-Rlmm ships to 
carry goods acroar. the ocean

Italy Demands Explanation From Austria-Hungary for Bombardment of Ahtivari, 
Montenegro—Germans Made Desperate Attack on Fort Seraing,South of Liege 
and Were Repulsed With Loss of 800—Germans Occupy Tongras, Ten Miles 
North of Liege—German Cruiser Reported Captured by British—France and 
Austria Now at War—North Sea Again Closed—Fighting May be Going on

16,000 francs per annum on condition of 
keeping her out of the area of 'warfare, 
and he assessed Spain, Italy and Hol- 
land heavily. As other European na-' 
lions joined In the fight against Franco,' 
England began to provide the money 
for the poorer European states to arm. 


"It made these remittances to the 


continent in a curious way. 
By 1805, 


nearly one-third of England's trade 
was with the neutral United States. 
American merchants bought more than 
they sold in England, and .sold more 
than they bought on 
the 
continent. 


They arranged with London to meet 
their English debit balances by turning 
over to English agents on the continent 
their credit balances 
at 
continental 


markets, and with these Great Britain 
paid its subsidies. 


"When this was stopped, first by Na- 


poleon's decree of 1806,'.declaring all. 
commercial Intercourse with the Brit- 
ish islands contraband of war, then by 
England's retort in kind,-.a.nd then by 
our own non-intercourse- act, the trade 
situation became deplorable.- But the 
continent steadily Insisttd on getting 
British goods. When Napoleon himself 
entered Russia in 1812, his.army was 
largely fitted out with shirts and shoes 
from England. One enterprising mer- 
chant used 500 horses in hauling over- 
land, from the Gulf 
of .Finland 
to 


France 
itself, . English .merchandise 
landed in Russian territory. 


"The cost of the transportation was 


said to be 60 times the regular ocean 
freight from London to Calcutta. 
Un- 


der all these conditions, the price of 
gold in London rose from 80 shillings 
per ounce, in the period of 1803-6 (the 
mint price, being 77.1015), to 91 in 1809, 
to^lOS in 1812, and to 110 in 1813. 


"It may be asked, what were the 


great commercial results, after all was 
over? 
Tears ot complete prostration 


for the European continent, which had 
been ravaged by the armies, was one. 
Groat expansion of England's com- 
merce, when it had driven the French 
navy from the seas, was another. . 


l^ut the third was the rise of the 
neutral United states as one of the 
groat commercial and maritime powers 
of the world, with a sea trade which it 
had novor possessed before, and which 
It never lost until, our own Civil war. 
These are Interesting precedents to re-, 
call, even in the present vastly altered 
trade and commerce,"

Touching 
Scene When 
Emile 


Vandelbulcke Bids Farewell to 
Wife and Children 


It was a pathetic scene that took 


place thin morning1 at 67 Tilden street, 
when Emile Vundelbulcke, a native of 
France and resident of this city for 
tho past eight years, left his wifo and 
two children to go to France, whore he 
will join his regiment in the great Eu- 
ropean war. The wife with tears roll- 
ing down her cheeks begged her hus- 
band to remain with her, while the 9- 
year-old girl. Julienne, clung to her 
father's neck, caressing him and plead- 
ing with him to remain at home. The 
7-months-old 
hoy, Charles 
Emile, 


seemed also to understand tho situa- 
tion, for nestling in his father's arms 
he. clung to him, and when the time for 
the departure came it was with diffi- 
culty that the mother succeeded in get- 
ting the little one away from the head 
of the family who was leaving all to 
take ni> arms for his country. 


With a" photograph of his little fam- 


ily In one hand and a small valise in 
the other, Vandelbulcke made a hasty 
exit from a home he loved and which 
ho may never again enter. He bolted 
for 
tho railroad 
station, where he 


boarded the S.56 o'clock train for Bos- 
ton, whence be will go to New York, 
sailing tomorrow morning for France, 
leaving behind him a devoted wife and 
two handsome children. Mrs. Vander- 
bulcke and her two little ones are left 
alone without a relative and hardly a 
friend to cheer or console them. 


Emile Vnnderbulcke, who is 34 years 


of age, wus born in a small town la 
France, of Belgian parents. At the age 
of 20 he went to Belgium and drew lots 
for military service, but fortunately 
drew a large number nnd was exempt- 
ed from service. He then returned to 
his native land and there took unto 
himself a bride. At the age of 21 he 
served In the French army, hfiinjr as- 
signed to the infantry but for only 20 
months on account of being of Belgian 
descent 
Eight years ago the happy 


couple and their 1-year-old daughter 
left France and. came to this country, 
the huahand promising- his mother he 
would return to his native country In 
ten years. 


The couple secured employment in a 
local mill. They were expert weavers. 
When the boy was horn, seven months 
ago, the .mother opened a small grocery 
store nt 67 Tilden street, while, the 
husband continued working at 
the 


Musketaquid mill in Belvidere. 
When the .war broke out between 
France nnd Germany, • Vandlebulcke 
notified his wife that ho believed he 
would be called to the front, and -it 
was then that the wife and mother 
started pleading with her husband in 
an effort to have him remain in this 
country.

Mr. Vandebulcko re- 
fused to listen to his wife's pleadings 
and said as soon as ho would receive 
his routo paper he would leave for 
Prance.

On Sat 
urday morning tho route paper war 
received and Vandelbulcke was or- 
dered to report to the consul-genera 
In New York as soon as possible one 
he immediately mado arrangements to 
leave Lowell. 


Mr. Vnndelbulcke, when seen by tho 


writer, said It was very hard for him 
to leave his wife and children. 
He 


informed the reporter that If he did 
not respond to tho call to arms he 
tvoulrt be imprisoned for five years 'i 
ever ho set foot In France, and his 
name would be posted In the streets 
of his native village as that of a cow 
ard—and tho honor of a French sol 
dier is above all. 


He snid his ambition had been to 
return to France later to see his agec 
mother and upon hearing this state 
ment the wife offered every cent sh 
owned to pay thft traveling expense 
of the mother-in-law to Lowell. This 
offer was refused, for the husband said 
there was nothing in this world to pre 
vent him from going to fight for hi 
country. 


Mrs. Vandelbulcke will endeavor to

Aug. 11.—After rats 


and other creatures of the dark had 
harassed her for the seven hours in 
which her relatives, the neighbors and 
the police had been searching for her, 
Ellen Reffan. 13 years old, was found 
c-ngged nnd securely bound to a steam 
pipe in the cellar under the apartment 
building at 1764 Third avenue. Over- 
powered by a man in the hallway of 
the top floor, where she lives with her 
aunt. Mrs. Charles Daly, Ellen was car- 
ried to the basement and there tied to 
tiie pipe. 


Apparently 
her 
nssailant became 


frig-htened after he had bound her anfl 
fled. At her home Ellen was in a s^- 
rious condition, having fainted several 
times, and physicians said 
that her 


nerves might not 
recover 
from 
the 


shock they had suffered. She collapsed 
when Herman ,T. Rapp. the janitor, was 
taken before her, and did not revive 
for two hours. 


Ellen is one of four orphans who 


ho.ve become the wards of Mrs. Daly. 
She- wns called at 15 minutes after 7 
o'clock Sunday morning to prepare for 
church. She was of a religious hont 
and went to mass every Sunday morn- 
ing and to church several times each 
week.

It was about 7.30 o'clock, when Ellen, 


in her bare feet and wearing only her 
nightgown, stepped from the apartment 
into the hall, where there is a bath- 
room. 
A man sprang upon her, and 


before she could utter a scream ho had 
rammed a napkin into her mouth ami, 
with her arms pinioned back of her, 
carried her flown th*1 Rtairwny. 


He went.down tho five flights to the 
street level anrl turned to the small 
door leading into tho damp and dark 
unuseil cellar. Carrying the child down 
.these rickety stairs lie dropped her for 
a1 few seconds while he regained 
his 


breach. 


Then he carried her to tho front of 


tho cellar where an iron, pipe rose from 
the refuse covered floor to the celling. 
.All the time he was telling her that he 
would kill her if she uttered a cry.

First ho fastened tho gag Into her 


mouth with another napkin, which he 
tied behind her neck. Then ho fastened 
her elbows and wrists together behind 
her back and bound her ankles tightly 
together. Lifting her against the pipe 
ho bound her with many colls of rope. 


Although-thero. Is not the slightest 


doubt in tho minds of tho police or th<- 
relatives that all this happened Just as 
Kllen related It, the man's motive Is a 
mystery. Save by tho terrible shock to 
her nerves, resulting In uncontrollable 
hysteria, tho girl was unharmed. 
. When he had thus bound lierRO'thero 
was no cluincq of her freeing herself 
tho man left her. At that moment Ellen 
fainted. When .her senses returned she 
was alone. Slio had a splitting head- 


ache and across tho dark floor sho 
could sec rats scampering in the heaps 
of waste and refuse. 
These rats ap- 


proached her many times, but by stand 
ins on one bare foot she was able to 
move the other and thus beat them 
off. Several times she became insensi- 
hle and each time she would be awak- 
ened by rats at her feet. 


The Daly family believed that Ellen

Dennis, for many years one of the leail- 
np business men of Main*1, but for 
some time retired, died here yester- 
day. 


[r. Dennis was born in Tnunton, 


Mass., 73 years ago, son of Air. and 
Mrs. John Dennis. 
His parents soon 


moved to Gardiner, Me., where a street 
A-us later named for the family, and 
luring: tho Civil war Mr. Dennis, Sr,, 
established himself in the wholesale 
grocery business in Portland and his 
ton was a. commercial traveler while 
lardly more than a. boy. At the break- 


out of the Civil war'Henry Dennis 


enlisted as a private, but was reject- 
ed three times because of his health 
and later he declined a commission. 
He said that he did not know enough 
about military matters to ho nn offi- 
cer, and that if not well enough to be a 
private ho was not well enough to 
command men. He was active in rais- 
ing troops and served as a recruiting: 
ofllcer without pay. 


\Vhilfi 
a 
commercial traveler, Mr. 


Dennis began to write for many of the 
state papers, and several ot his poems, 
especially one descriptive of a stagro 
coach ride, were widely copied. For 
50 years he was an almost constant 
correspondent of many papers, and his 
articles covered a wide range of top- 
ics. He was a good speaker and WHS 


great authority regarding tho pack- 
s' business, with which he was Iden- 


tified for 40 years, generally as a l>rok- 


In 1SS2 he sent a'train of 10 cars, 


loaded with Maine sweet corn, from 
Portland, Me., to Portland. Ore. He so- 
licited orders on the Pacific coast and 
made the train as distinctively an 
advertisement as possible. 


Mr. Dennis bepan the nprHation for 


tho Maine pure food Inw and wrote 
the first draft of the bill, and Gov. 
Oobb sent him the pen with which he 
signed the measure. Later he led the 
movement for a national pure food law 
but was not satisfied 
with the law 
passed by conpress. and just before he 
was forced to finally retire from busi- 
ness by III health he began a corre- 
spondence with leading members of 
ihe senate and house with a view to 
the making of some changes in the 
federal law, and within a few weeks 
of his death, nnd while confined to 
ils bed, wrote strong articles in sup- 
port of ono of his measures, a pro- 
posed law to restrain packers of other 
states from using- the. words "Maine 
Sweet Corn" on their labels. 
After 


:he enactment of tho Maine pure food 
law he began a finally successful agi- 
tation to prevent the 
bleaching; of 


corn and the adulteration of molasses 
with 
glucose. 


He. was with one exception, it is 


said, the oldest commercial traveler 
in Maine in point of years of contin- 
uous service, although for some time 
before his retirement he only called in 
a business way on a few firms, nearly 
ill his business being with dealers in 
other states. 


Two years ago he entered into a 


plan to add Maine potatoes to the list 
of Maine canned products, and a se- 
ries of experiments were made under 
his personal supervision, and bad his 
health not given way, it is believed 
that he would have successfully car- 
ried through his last project, the es- 
tablishing of factories for the canning 
of potatoes. 


Mr. Dennis was a good companion 


and for many years was on the host 
possible terms with many of the lead- 
ing men of ihe state, including Jaim._ 
G. Elaine and Thomas B. Reed. 
He 


was an' independent in politics after 
Ihe close of the war.

A remarkable interview on the war

• "We should take an optimistic view 
of the effect of wnr/in the shoe indus- 
try of Lynn, and of the United States 
too.

trade, as has been reported, but have 
profited. 


"Shipments of shoes and other mer- 


chandise to foreign countries will not 
be Interrupted for long. The -war' may 
be short, 
Anywny. one of tho nations 


will soon gain control of the seas. Then 
shipping to Europe will bo resumed 
with safety." 


Mr. tittle is by no means alarmed by 


fears ot a failure of the leather supply.- 
He says that the United States has al- 
ways shipped much leather to Europe 
and this leather win be sold in the 
homo markets until It |S 5a£e to ship lt 
abroad. Tho United States Is no', de- 
pendent upon Europe for its leather. 
It has tremendous resources of Its own, 
greater than the world dreams, and It 
s Indepedent of all foreign nations for 
its progress and prosperity.

clares, however, that the United State?

"Prices of commodities did not rise 


on the outbreak of that war; they fell, 
because of the blockade of the 
mar- 


kets, and rose only when the Bank of 
England suspended

and issued new banknotes not secured 
in ebld, ami when the European har- 
vests failed In 1S04. 


"Until well on in tho war, there was 


no such thing as drafts on foreign ex- 
change. A merchant ship carried in its 
own strong box the sold for the busi- 
ness of its voyage, and usually three or 
four of such vessels would be escorted 
by a man-of-war. These were the rich 
prizes of the ocean warfare. 


"England being the wealthiest nation 


even then, financed its long war by 
huge issues of British consols at fi per 
cent. Napoleon began by selling Louis- 
iana to the United States for §16,000,- 
000; ho persuaded Portugal to pay him 
16,000 francs per annum on condition of 
keeping her out of the area of warfare, 
and he assessed Spain, Italy and Hol- 
land heavily. 
As other European na- 


tions joined in the flght against France, 
England began to provide the money 
for the poorer European states to arm. 


"It made these remittances to the 


continent in a curious way. 
By 1S05, 


nearly one-third of England's trade 
was with the neutral 
United 
States. 


American merchants bought more than 
they sold in England, and sold more 
than they bought on 
the 
continent. 


They arranged with London to meet 
their English debit balances by turning 
over to English agents on the continent 
their credit balances 
at 
continental 


markets, and with these Great Britain 
paid its subsidies. 


"When this was stopped, first by Na- 


poleon's decree of 1806, declaring ail 
commercial intercourse with the Brit- 
ish islands contraband of "war, then by 
England's retort in kind, and then by 
our own non-intercourse act, the trade 
situation became deplorable. 
But tho 


continent steadily inslsttd on getting 
British goods. When Napoleon himself 
entered Russia In 1812, his army was 
largely fitted out with shirts and shoes 
from England. One enterprising mer- 
chant used 500 horses in hauling over- 
land, from the 
Gulf 
of 
Finland, 
to 


France 
Itself, English 
merchandise 


landed In Russian territory. 


"The cost of the transportation was 


said to he 50-times the regular ocean 
freight from London to Calcutta. Un- 
der all these conditions, the price of 
gold In London rose from 80 shillings 
per ounce, in tho period of 1803-6 (the 
mint price bolng 77.10%), to 91 in 1809, 
to 105 in 1812, and to 110 In 1S13. 


It may be askea. what 
were 
the 


great commercial results, after all was 
over? 
Years of complete prostration 


for the European continent, which had 
been ravaged by tho armies, was' one. 
Great expansion 
of England's com- 


merce, when it had driven the French 
na,v>' fmm the seas, was another. 


Hut the third was the rise of the 


neutral United States as one of the 
great commercial and maritime powers 
of the world, with a sea trade which it 
had never possessed before, and which 
it never lost until our own Civil war. 
llieso arc interesting precedents to re- 
call even In tho present vastly altered 
trade and commerce1."

check handed horback over the rail to 
her mother, who wccmcd delighted at 
th'o distinction shown tho little one. A 
camera was leveled at tho president 
from an elevation nearby and ho posed 
for a moment to ffivo tho photographer 
a chance to take his picture. 


By this time'tho locomotive "Tfppo- 
canoo" had shunted tho rest of 
tho 


train up to the Pullman and mado fast. 
The Lowell officials shook tho presi- 
dent's hand and alighted. 
The bell 
rang and tho train.started. The presi- 
dent stood on tho rear platform, smil- 
ing back in acknowledgment o£ the 
cheers that followed him until It dis- 
appeared In the distance and smoke 
that settled down upon the tracks. It 
was a .most creditable, reception and, 
according to tho trainmen's report, the 
most enthusiastic and spontaneous that 
had greeted, tho president on that day. 
The president was at the station just 14 
minutes. Tho train 
leaving Nashua 
Junction shortly after 4 o'clock passeri 
through Tyngsboi-o where a crowd was 
assembled and salutes fired.

Julienne, clung 
to her 


Father's neck, caressing him and plead- 
ing with him to remain at homo. Tho 
7-months-oId 
boy, Charles 
Emile, 


seemed also to understand the situa- 
tion, for nestling in his father's arms 
ho clung to him, and when tho timo for 
the departure came It was with diffi- 
culty that the mother succeeded in get- 
tins the little one away from the head 
of the family who was leaving all to 
take up arms for his country. 


With a photograph of his littlo fam- 


ily in on« hand and a small valise In 
the other. Vandelbulcke made a hasty 
exit from a home he loved and which 
he may never again enter. 
He bolted 


for 
the 
railroad 
station, where he 


boarded the S.56 o'clock train for Bos- 
ton, whence he will KO to New York, 
sailing tomorrow morning for France, 
leaving behind him a devoted wife and 
two handsome children. Mrs. Vander- 
bulcke and her two little ones are left 
alone without a relative and hardly a 
friend to cheer or console them. 


Kmlle Vanderbulcke, who is 34 years 
ot age, was born in a small town in 
France, of Belgian parents. At the age 
of 20 he went to Belgium and drew lots 
for military service, but fortunately 
drew a largo number and was exempt- 
ed from service. Ho then returned to 
his native land and there took unto 
himself a bride. At the age of 21 he 
served in the French army, being as- 
signed to the infantry but for onlyi^O 
months on account of being of Belgian 
descent 
Bight years ago the happy 


couple and their 1-year-old daughter 
left France and came to this country, 
the husband promising his mother ho 
would return to his native country in 
ten years. 


The couple secured employment in a 


local mill. They were expert weavers. 
"When tho boy was born, seven months 
ago, the mother opened a small grocery 
store at 67 Tilden street, while tho 
husband 
continued working at 
the 


filusketaquid mill In Bolvldere. 


"When tho war broke out between 


France and Germany, 
Vandlebulcke 


notified his wife that ho believed he 
would be called to the front, and, it 
was then that the wife and mother 
started pleading with her husband in 
an effort to have him remain in this 
country.

were not plfased with thn reorganiza- 
tion effected by 
tho legislature.

fact a most sweeping- criticism of tho 
new law was made by Edmund A. Whit- 
man of the Gardner 
institution.

said that tho new law was BO indefi- 
nite that no one know what It meant 
and that the additional burdens placed 
on the trustees forcing- them t'o inves- 
tigate all complaints would nmko 
It 


Impossible for busy mnn to sorvo. 


He objected to the provisions calling 


for inspection every two weeks. 


Tim governor was exasperated by the 


criticisms and he plninly served notlr.o 
on Mr. Whitman that If he did not care 
to abide by the new law his resigna- 
tion would be accepted. 


After listening to Mr. Whitman, tha 


governor said: 


"I interpret your attitude as trying 


to place obstructions in the 
way of 


the working: of this new law. 
You aro 


attacking the letter and not the spirit. 


"Any trustee who Is not willing to 


wait until the new board haa n chanre 
ro study this law 
and 
Interpret 
it, 


should relieve himself of the responsi- 
bility of trustee." 


Tho governor Lohl of the number of 


complaints that had been receivefl of

NEW 
YORK, .Alts. 11.—After rats 


and other creatures of the dark had 
harassed her for the seven hours 
which her relatives, the neighbors and 
the police had been searching for her, 
Ellen Began, 13 years old, was found 
gauged nnd securely hound to a steam 
pipe in tho cellar under the apartment 
building at 1764 Third avenue. Over- 
powered by. a man in the hallway of 
the top floor, where she lives with her 
lunt, Sirs. Charles Daly, Ellen was car- 
ried to the basement and tKore tied to 
the pipe. 


Apparently 
her assailant became 


frightened after he had bound her and 
fled. At her home Bllen was in a se- 
rious condition, having fainted several 
times, and physicians said 
that her 


nerves might not 
recover 
from 
the 


shock they had suffered. She collapsed 
when Herman J. Rapp. the janitor, was 
taken before her, and did not revive 
for two hours. 


Ellen is one of four orphans who 
have become the wards of Mrs. Daly. 
She was called at 15 minutes after 7 
o'clock Sunday morning to prepare fo'r 
church. She was of a religious bent 
and went to mass every Sunday morn- 
Ing and to church several times each 
week.

It was about 7.30 o'clock, when Ellen, 


in her bare Ccet and wearing only her 
nightgown, stepped from the apartment 
into tho hall, where thero Is a bath- 
room. 
A man sprang upon her, and 


before she could uttor a scream he had 
rammed a napkin into her mouth anri, 
.with her arms pinioned hack of her, 
carried her down the stairway. 


Ho went down the five flights to tho 
street level and turned to the small 
door loading into tho damp and dark 
unused cellar. Carrying the child down 
these rickety stairs ho dropped her for 
a few seconds while he regained 
his 
•"breath. 


Then he carried her to the front of 


tho cellar where an iron pipe rone from 
tho refuse covered floor to the celling. 
All the time ho was telling her that he 
would kill her if she uttered a cry. 
Bound tn I'ipc 


First ho fastened the gag Into her 


mouth with another napkin, which he 
tied behind her nock.. Then ho fastened 
her elbows and wrists, together behind 
her back and hound her ankles tightly 
together. Lifting her against tho pine 
ho bound her with many colls of rope. 


Although thoro is not the slightest 


doubt In tho minds of the police or the 
relatives that all this happened just as 
Ellen related It, the man's motive Is a 
inyatory. Save by. the terrible shock to 
nor nerves, resulting; in uncontrollable 
hysteria, tho girl was unharmed. 


Whon ho had thus bountt her so there 


was no chance of her freeing herself, 
tho man left hop..At that moment Ellen 
fainted. When her senses returned sh« 
.wasjalone. She/had a'-spliuing head- 


ache, and across the dark floor sha 
could EM rats scampering in the heaps 
of waste and refuse. These rats ap- 
proached her many times, but by stand 
ing on ono baro foot she was able to 
move the other and thus beat thorn 
off. 
Several times she became insensi- 


ble and each time she would be awak- 
ened by rats at her feet. 


The Daly family believed that 1 lien

The government has taken a 
hand in it and has appointed a sales 
agency which does everything to en- 
courage the work and place the prod- 
uct on the market. All work sent to 
this agency is inspected and if up to 
the standard Is turned over to some 
representative of this, or other coun- 
tries. 
Only the best work is turned 


out, and In this way the standard of 
the product is said lo be very high 
The government charges only enough 
to cover Its own expenses and does 
everything to encourage the labors of 
those engaged in the work.

PUKE FOOD BILL—SE.NT TRAI.N OP 


COIIM TO OKEGO.V 


PORTLAND, Me., 
Aug. 
11— Henry 


Dennis, for many years one ot the lead- 
ing business men of Maine, but for 
some time retired, died here yester- 
day. 


Mr. Dennis was born In Taunton, 


Mass., 73 years ago, son of Mr. nnd 
Mrs. John Dennis. 
Tils parents soon 


moved to Gardiner, Me., where a,street 
was later named for the family, and 
during the Civil war Mr. Dennis, Sr., 
established himself In the wholesale 
grocery business In 'Portland and his 
son was a commercial traveler while 
hardly more than a boy. At the break- 
Ing out of the Civil war Henry Dennis 
enlisted as a private, but was reject- 
ed three times because of. his health 
and later he declined a commission. 
He said that he did not know enough 
about military matters to be an offi- 
cer, and that if not well enough to be a 
private ho was not well enough to 
command men. He was active In mis- 
Ing troops and served as a recruiting 
officer without pay. 


Whllo 
a 
commercial traveler, Mr. 


Dennis began to write for many of the 
state papers, and several of his poems, 
especially one descriptive of a stage 
coach ride, were widely copied. 
For 


itO years he was an almost constant 
correspondent of many papers, nnd his 
articles covered a wide range of top- 
ics. 
He was a good speaker and was 


a great authority regarding the pack- 
ing business, with which he was iden- 
tified for 40 years, generally as a brok- 
er. 
In 1SS2 he sc-nt a train of 10 cars, 


loaded with Maine sweet corn, from 
Portland, Mo., to Portland. Ore. He so- 
licited orders on the Pacific coast and 
made tho train as distinctively an 
advertisement as possible. 


Mr. Dennis began the agitation for 


the Maine pure food law and wrote 
the 
firKt draft of the bill, and Gov 


Cobb sent-him (he pen with which he 
signed the measure. Later he led the 
movement for a national pure food law 
but was not satisfied with the law 
passed by congress, and just before he 
was forced to finally retire from busi- 
ness by ill health he began a corre- 
spondence with leading members of 
the senate and house with a view to 
the mnklng of some changes in the 
federal law, and within a few weeks 
of his death, and while confined to 
his bed, wrote strong articles In sup- 
port of one of his measures, a pro- 
posed law to restrain packers of other 
states from using the words "Maine 
Sweet Corn" on their labels. 
After 


the enactment of tho Maine pure food 
law he began a finally successful agi- 
tation 
to prevent 
the bleaching of 


corn and <tho adulteration of molasses 
with 
glucose. 


He was with one exception. It is 


paid, the oldest commercial traveler 
in Maine In point of years of contin- 
uous service, although for some time 
before his retirement he only called in 
a business way on a few firms, nearly 
all his business being with dealers In 
other states. 


Two years ago he entered Into a 


plan to add Maine potatoes to the list 
of Maine canned products, and a se- 
ries of experiments were made under 
his personal supervision, and had his 
heallh not given way, It is believed 
that he would have successfully car- 
ried through his last project, the es- 
tablishing of factories for tho canning 
of potatoes. 


3Ir. Dennis was a good companion, 


and for many years was on the best 
possible terms with many of the lead- 
Ing men of the state, Including James 
G. Elaine and Thomas B. Reed. 
He 


was an Independent in politics after 
the close of the war.

BOSTON, Aug. 11.— At a 
conforenco 


with tho trustees of tho insane 
hos- 


pitals of tho state hold in tho execu- 
tive office yesterday, Governor Walsh 
said that ho would aek the members 
of all boards who were not in sym- 
pathy with tho new 
laws 
governing 


tho regulation of the insane institu- 
tions to resign. 


It was mado quite apparent at tho 


conference that many of the trustees 
wore not pleased with tho. reorguntza- 
ttnn effected by 
the legislature. 
In 


fuct a most swooping criticism of tho 
new law was made by Edmund A. Whit- 
man of thft Gardner 
institution. 
Ha 


said that tho new law was so indefi- 
nite that no one knew what It meant 
and that tho additional burdens placed 
on the trustees forcing them to Inves- 
tigate all complaints would make It 
Impossible for busy men to servo.' 


He objected to tho provisions calling 


for inspection every two weeks. 


Tho governor was exasperated hy tho 


criticisms and ho plainly served notlcft 
on Mr. Whitman that if he did not caro 
to abide by tho new law his resigna- 
tion would be accepted. 


After listening- to. Mr. Whitman, tho 


governor said: 


"I interpret your attitude as trylrig 


to place obstructions In tho 
way 
of 


the working of this new law. 
You ar«i 


attacking tho letter and not tho spirit. 


"Any 
trustee who is not willing to 


wait until tho new board hns a chanco 
to study this law 
and 
Interpret 
it, 


should relieve himself of tho responsi- 
bility of trustee." 


The governor told of the number of 


complaints that had been received of 
111 treatment in the Institutions. 


There were a number of 
criticisms 


of various kinds made, showing: that 
many of the, trustees were 
skeptical 


of the working of the new law, which 
provides 
a 
central administration 


board for all tho Institutions and new 
duties for unpaid trustees. 
Whilo tho meeting1 was called for tho 
purpose of allowing the governor 
to 
give his instructions to the trustees 
relative to the administration of 
tho 
new law, many of those present took 
advantage of the. opportunity offered to 
tell the governor that they considered 
the law Inadequate. 
The meeting was not characterized 
by harmony and at Its 
wlndup the 
governor mado this statement: 
""If 
trustee does not intend 
ntend to 
perform his duty under the new la*w 
to the best of his or her ability he 
or she should resign at once. I 
feel. 
however, that each of you will do your 
best to help these people who cannot 
help themselves.."

Dennis, for many years one of the lead- 
ing business men of Maine, but for 
some time retired, died here yester- 
day. 


Mr. Dennis was born in Taunton, 


Mass., 73 years ago, son of Mr, and 
Mrs. John Dennis. 
Hts parents soon 


moved to Gardiner, Me., where a street 
was later named for the family, and 
during the Civil war Mr. Dennis, Sr., 
established himself in the wholesale 
grocery business in Portland and his 
son was' a commercial traveler while 
hardly more than a boy. At the break 
Ing out of the Civil wnr Henry Dennis 
enlisted as a private, but was reject- 
ed three times iiecauao of his health 
find later he declined a commission. 
He said that he did not know enough 
about military matters to be an oin- 
cer, and that if not well enough to be a 
private he was not well enough U 
command mon. He was active in rais< 
Ing troops and served as a recruiting 
ofiicer without pay, 


\Vhilft 
a 
commercial traveler. Mr. 


Dennis began to write for many of the 
state papers, and several of his poems 
especially one descriptive of a ntago 
coach ride, were widely copied. 
For 


50 years lie was nn almost constani 
correspondent of many papers, and hia 
articles covered a wide range of top- 
ics. 
He was a (rood speaker nnd waa 


a great authority regarding the pack- 
ing business, with which he was Iden- 
tified for 40 years, generally as a brok- 
er.

a shoe centre of prominence^ 


A remarkable interview on the war 


and shoe trade conditions

given out by A. B. Little, head of A, E. 
Little & Co. of Lynn. He says: 


"We should take an optimistic view 


of tho effect of war on tho shoe indus- 
try of Lynn, and of the United States, 
too.
